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NARRATIVE  REPORT 

UNIVERSITY  OF  MISSISSIPPI. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

Inasmuch  as  I  did  not  assume  control  of  the  University 
of  Mississippi  until  July,  1907,  this  report  deals  with  the 
affairs  of  the  institution  from  that  date.  The  lofty 
standards  always  maintained  by  the  literary  and  profes- 
sional departments  of  the  University  are  the  fullest  guar- 
antees that  these  departments  are  meeting  every  legiti- 
mate demand  which  could  be  made  upon  them. 

The  heads  of  the  departments  inform  me  that  they  are 
seriously  embarrassed  by  lack  of  equipment,  and  all  sub- 
mit reports  of  the  most  convincing  character  that  their 
demands  in  this  regard  are  great  and  urgent.  Each  de- 
partment explains  fully  its  needs,  and  after  conferring 
carefully  with  the  heads  of  the  departments  I  heartily  ap- 
prove their  requisitions  and  earnestly  recommend  that 
you  provide  for  them. 


PHYSICAL  CONDITIONS. 
Since  assuming  the  Chancellorship,  I  have  found  it  nec- 
essary to  give  my  attention  almost  exclusively  to  the  busi- 
ness and  physical  conditions  of  the  University. 


FINANCIAL. 
In  justice  to  all  parties  interested  I  deem  it  my  duty  to 
direct  your  attention  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  it  appeared  from  the  books  of  the  institution  at 
your  last  meeting  on  Sept.  6th.  The  Secretary,  Mr.  Ross, 
has  submitted  his  report,  which  will  give  you  an  account 
of  all  expenditures  for  the  last  two  years. 


LIGHT  AND  HEAT  PLANT. 

Your  attention  was  directed  at  your  last  meeting  to  the 
fact  that  the  light  and  heating  plant  owed  about  $2,800  on 
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account  of  running  expenses.  The  light  and  power  plant 
has  been  operated  at  a  loss  of  practically  $250  per  month 
for  more  than  a  year.  At  the  close  of  the  current  session 
next  June,  the  plant  will  show  the  same  deficit  as  that  ex- 
hibited by  the  books  of  the  Secretary  on  September  6th 
last.  I  need  not  tell  you  that  such  management  is  unwise, 
but  ruinous.  Aside  from  this  inexcusable  financial  loss 
to  the  University,  the  Chancellor  has  been  forced  to  give 
undue  attention  to  the  matter  of  lights  on  account  of  con- 
stant and  irritating  complaints  from  patrons  in  the  city 
of  Oxford.  Under  the  contract  entered  into  by  the  city  of 
Oxford  and  the  University,  the  patrons  of  the- plant  have 
a  perfect  right  to  expect  and  to  demand  satisfactory  ser- 
vice, and  no  complaint  is  made  on  my  part  because  of  this 
demand,  but  you  readily  see  that  the  University,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  financial  loss  sustained  by  this  contract,  also 
loses  heavily  on  account  of  conditions  which  claim  the 
attention  of  the  Chancellor,  and  which  deny  him  oppor- 
tunity for  dealing  with  those  questions  which  are  of  vital 
concern  to  the  University. 

As  you  are  aware,  on  August  28th  last,  the  Light  and 
heat  plant  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Mr.  Butler,  the  night 
engineer,  was  on  duty  and  reports  that  the  fire  was  dis- 
covered in  the  coal  bin  adjoining  the  boilers,  and  that  it 
made  such  headway  that  within  fifteen  minutes  the  entire 
building  was  in  flames.  The  electric  dynamo  was  com- 
pletely destroyed  and  the  Corliss  engine  was  very  seriously 
if  not  permanently  damaged.  Acting  upon  your  author- 
ity, Judge  Roane,  Mr.  Ross  and  myself  visited  Memphis, 
where  we  purchased  a  Westinghouse  single  phase  dynamo 
for  $1,600  f.  o.  b.  Memphis.     The  freight  on  this  dynamo 

amounted  to  $ Other  necessary  supplies  were 

purchased  at  a  cost  of  $ .      A  board  shanty  was 

erected  on  the  site  of  the  plant  at  a  cost  of  $ , 

making  a  total  cost  of  money  expended  for  temporary 

equipment  $ ,  which  was  urgent  and  demanded  by 

the  University  as  well  as  by  the  city  of  Oxford.  Within 
a  few  weeks  after  the  plant  was  destroyed  by  fire,  the  iron 
stack  which  we  had  hoped  would  be  serviceable  through- 
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out  the  winter,  broke  and  careened  in  such  a  way  as  to 
render  it  useless.  With  the  campus  employees  a  section 
of  this  stack  was  cut  off,  and  the  plant  resumed  service. 
It  was  impossible,  however,  to  secure  sufficient  draft  with 
the  stack  in  such  a  dilapidated  condition,  and  we  were 

forced  to  buy  a  new  stack  at  a  cost  of  $ .     This 

stack  has  been  erected  and  is  giving  fair  service.  While 
I  have  no  way  of  estimating  the  value  of  the  plant  prior 
to  its  destruction  by  fire,  I  am  informed  by  parties  whose 
judgment  I  respect  that  including  the  house,  the  machin- 
ery, and  all  of  the  appurtenances  of  the  plant,  the  Univer- 
sity must  have  sustained  a  loss  of  not  less  than  $12,000. 
With  all  of  these  repairs,  it  has  been  impossible  to  operate 
the  plant  successfully.  The  mechanic,  who  repaired  the 
engine,  warned  the  Secretary  and  myself  against  over- 
loading it,  stating  that  it  was  not  capable  of  heavy  and 
continuous  service.  With  these  facts  in  view,  I  have 
deemed  it  prudent  to  have  the  light  plant  shut  down  at  12 
o'clock  each  night,  but  it  has  been  necessary  often  times 
to  close  at  an  early  hour  for  the  reason  that  the  engine  and 
machinery  could  not  meet  the  demands  made  upon  them. 

Inasmuch  as  we  could  not  secure  credit  for  the  machin- 
ery which  was  imperatively  necessary  to  the  well  being  of 
the  University,  we  were  forced  to  divert  funds  appropri- 
ated for  other  purposes  for  the  payment  of  these  supplies. 

Through  these  embarrassments,  my  attention  was  di- 
rected to  the  Heating  system  of  the  University.  You  are 
doubtless  aware  that  this  system  was  installed  many  years 
ago,  and  that  it  was  designed  for  a  much  smaller  plant 
than  the  present  one.  Upon  examination,  I  have  found 
that  we  have  only  a  four-inch  main,  which  is  intended  to 
convey  the  steam  to  the  different  buildings  on  one  part 
of  the  campus.  The  pipes  are  old,  and  in  many  instances 
greatly  damaged  by  rust  and  other  degenerating  agencies. 
In  some  instances,  small  joints  of  pipe  have  necessarily 
been  attached  to  larger  ones,  and  we  find  that  the  whole 
system  is  one  of  patchwork  and  wholly  inadequate  to  our 
present  needs. 

On  account  of  the  inability  of  the  heating  plant  to  warm 
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the  recitation  rooms,  it  has  been  necessary  in  numerous 
instances  to  dismiss  classes  and  thus  to  force  students  to 
lose  much  valuable  time  from  the  prosecution  of  their 
studies. 


REPAIRS. 


The  report  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Hunt,  architect,  will  apprise 
you  of  the  fact  that  the  residences  of  Drs.  Leavell,  Deu- 
pree,  Bullitt,  Muckenfuss,  Johnson,  and  Holmes  all  need 
repairing,  those  of  Drs.  Bullitt  and  Holmes  being  exces- 
sive. All  of  the  old  buildings  on  the  campus  regardless  of 
money  expended  upon  them  recently  need  repairs,  and 
have  already  suffered  too  long  in  this  regard.  The  Law 
building  is  utterly  dilapidated.  The  following  is  quoted 
from  Dr.  Somerville's  report  to  me  on  the  condition  of 
that  building,  and  I  am  confident  that  his  language  is  ap- 
plicable to  a  number  of  other  buildings  on  the  campus. 
Dr.  Somerville  says : 

"The  building  has,  however,  become  both  uncomfortable 
and  unsafe.  A  large  section  of  the  rear  wall  fell  out  of 
place  several  years  ago;  there  are  large  cracks  in  the 
wall ;  the  window  frames  are  no  longer  plumb.  I  am  in- 
formed that  Mr.  Hunt,  the  architect,  has  condemned  the 
structure  as  unsafe.  The  roof,  especially  that  part  over 
the  library,  is  practically  worthless;  the  rain  comes 
through  with  the  pitch  which  has  been  used  to  stop  it. 
The  only  protection  for  the  books  is  that  afforded  by  the 
cases  in  which  they  are  kept.  The  lighting  system  is  in- 
efficient. The  appliances  for  heating  the  rooms  are 
practically  worthless.  In  cold  weather  it  will  be  danger- 
ous for  students  and  teachers  to  remain  there.  The  old 
floor  covering  contains  an  accumulation  of  dust  and  dirt, 
and  conditions  are  not  sanitary.  The  chairs  and  other 
furniture  are  old,  meager  and  rude." 

It  would  therefore  seem  that  the  Jefferson  or  Law 
building  should  not  be  used.  It  has  been  condemned  as 
dangerous,  and  its  occupants  all  testify  that  it  is  not 
habitable. 
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LANDS. 
An  examination  of  the  records  reveals  the  fact  that 
the  University  is  entitled  to  about  seven  hundred  (700) 
acres  of  land  under  the  act  of  Congress  donating  a  town- 
ship of  timbered  lands  to  the  institution  in  South  Missis- 
sippi. You  are  fully  aware  that  the  demand  for  these 
pine  lands  is  daily  increasing,  and  it  is  therefore  more 
difficult  to  make  desirable  selections  than  heretofore.  I 
would  respectfully  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  of  looking  into  this  question,  and 
would  urge  that  the  selection  be  made  by  some  competent 
timber  man  without  further  delay. 


LEASE  OF  LOT. 
In  this  connection  permit  me  to  report  that  with  the 
advice  and  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  lot 
near  the  I.  C.  station  appraised  by  a  committee  of  your 
board  at  your  meeting  on  September  6th,  was  leased  to 
the  City  of  Oxford  for  a  term  of  years  in  consideration  of 
the  sum  of  $50  per  annum,  the  lot  to  be  used  for  a  light 
and  water  plant  by  the  city.  The  lease  of  this  lot  on  such 
terms  made  it  possible  to  shorten  the  University's  contract 
for  lighting  the  city  of  Oxford,  and  this  consideration  is 
by  no  means  insignificant. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 
Along  with  other  embarrassments  with  which  we  have 
contended  since  the  opening  of  the  current  session,  the 
well  has  often  failed  to  furnish  a  sufficient  supply  of  wa- 
ter. It  has  been  frequently  necessary  to  close  the  power 
plant  at  night  on  account  of  an  insufficient  supply  of  wa- 
ter. It  has  also  been  necessary  to  cut  the  water  out  of 
residences  on  account  of  trouble  with  the  pump.  The 
present  well  is  operated  at  an  expense  of  about  $100  per 
month,  or  $1,200  per  annum.  Convenience  and  economy 
would  suggest  the  removal  of  the  pumping  station  to  a 
point  adjacent  to  the  power  plant.  Necessity  will  force 
the  institution  to  bore  an  additional  well  at  the  earliest 
date  possible.     A  new  well  such  as  we  need  ought  to  be 
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bored  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,000.  By  removing  the  pump- 
ing station  to  the  power  plant,  a  considerable  saving  in 
coal  and  labor  would  be  effected,  and  thus  the  cost  of  a 
new  well  would  be  correspondingly  reduced.  By  such 
saving  from  the  present  cost  of  operation,  a  new  well 
would  soon  be  paid  for  in  this  way. 


HOSPITAL. 
I  very  heartily  commend  Dr.  Rowland's  recommenda- 
tions as  to  the  furnishing  of  the  hospital,  yet  incomplete 
and  therefore  not  serviceable.  Although  there  are  some 
uninformed  persons  who  would  seriously  object  to  the 
maintenance  of  a  hospital  for  the  benefit  of  University 
students,  my  long  experience  with  an  institution  where  a 
hospital  is  admirably  maintained  convinces  me  that  the 
real  value  of  such  institutions  does  not  lie  so  much  in  the 
curing  as  in  the  preventing  of  diseases.  Suitably 
equipped  and  properly  managed,  a  hospital  would  not  only 
prove  a  great  blessing  to  the  sick  and  afflicted,  but  it 
would  become  an  attractive  retreat  for  students  who  suf- 
fer from  nervous  exhaustion  on  account  of  long  applica- 
tion to  study.  The  proposition  submitted  by  supply 
houses  to  Dr.  Rowland  is  so  very  advantageous  that  I 
earnestly  urge  its  acceptance. 


CAMPUS  AND  GROUNDS. 

The  slightest  observation  on  your  part  will  convince  you 
that  the  campus  and  grounds  are  poorly  kept.  This  is  due 
in  a  very  large  measure  to  the  financial  embarrassment 
under  which  the  institution  is  laboring.  No  one  will  chal- 
lenge the  statement  that  the  University  campus  should  be 
a  public  park  adorned  and  beautified  by  every  device  of 
art.  Nature  has  dealt  lavishly  with  its  gifts  to  the  site 
on  which  the  institution  is  located,  but  in  its  unkept  con- 
dition it  presents  an  appearance  akin  to  desolation. 
Numerous  improvements  are  needed,  and  these  improve- 
ments call  for  more  money. 

Early  in  the  session  at  my  instance,  the  ladies  of  the 
faculty  organized  a  Civic  League  for  the  purpose  of  beau- 
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tifying  and  caring  for  the  campus.  It  would  be  superflu- 
ous for  me  to  tell  you  that  these  accomplished  women  can 
render  invaluable  aid  through  such  an  organization  and 
give  a  beautiful  object  lesson  to  the  student  body  by 
adorning  the  campus.  Mrs.  Deupree  was  chosen  presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Johnson,  secretary.  These  good  ladies  have 
manifested  a  zealous  willingness  to  be  of  service  in  this 
capacity,  but  I  have  been  unable  to  give  them  even  so 
much  as  a  servant  for  the  purpose  of  raking  the  leaves 
and  rubbish  from  the  grounds. 

In  my  opinion,  it  would  be  well  to  ask  for  a  Student  La- 
bor Fund  similar  to  that  given  to  other  State  institutions, 
and  to  use  that  fund  by  sustaining  scholarships  for  poor 
but  worthy  students  who  would  be  willing  to  assist  in  the 
care  of  the  grounds.  My  heartiest  appreciation  of  the 
good  offices  of  the  ladies  of  the  faculty  is  hereby  ac- 
knowledged, and  I  recommend  that  you  appropriate  $5,000 
to  be  expended  in  beautifying  and  caring  for  the  grounds. 


DISCIPLINE. 

It  gratifies  me  to  report  that  the  discipline  of  students 
during  the  current  session  has  been  admirable.  Realizing 
that  the  institution  has  long  suffered  from  the  reputation 
which  its  students  have  borne  on  account  of  dissipation 
and  immorality,  I  undertook  to  correct  this  evil.  The 
plan  adopted  was  the  honor  system.  The  student  body 
responded  with  alacrity  to  the  suggestion,  and  after  thor- 
oughly discussing  such  a  system,  the  students  on  their 
own  motion  adopted  the  honor  system,  and  established  a 
Council  of  Honor,  composed  of  representatives  from  each 
class,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  into  the  conduct  of  all 
students  who  may  infract  the  regulations  of  the  institu- 
tion. Experience  has  taught  that  the  drinking  of  intoxi- 
caing  liquors,  gambling  in  various  forms,  cheating  on  ex- 
aminations, are  evils  common  to  many  colleges  for  men, 
and  that  these  evils  have  been  prevalent  here.  I  shall  not 
undertake  to  say  that  the  reputation  which  the  institution 
has  borne  for  such  evils  was  in  any  sense  just,  but  it  is  an 
indisputable  fact  that  these  charges  have  rarely  been  chal- 
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lenged  by  the  friends  of  the  institution.  The  student  body 
has  been  brought  to  realize  the  damaging  effects  of  such 
a  reputation  in  a  spirit  of  manhood  which  commands  the 
admiration  of  all  who  have  witnessed  their  noble  endeav- 
ors. They  have  pledged  themselves  as  a  body  to  eradicate 
these  evils.  It  is  well  nigh  impossible,  as  doubtless  you 
understand,  for  the  faculty  to  deal  successfully  with  these 
disciplinary  matters  in  a  University.  By  holding  lofty 
standards  of  manhood  constantly  before  the  young  men, 
they  are  incited  to  nobler  aspirations  than  those  which 
actuated  their  predecessors,  and  thus  the  student  body  by 
its  own  motion  has  determined  to  eradicate  the  evils.  We 
look  for  magnificent  results. 


EXPENSES  OF  STUDENTS. 
Your  attention  is  especially  directed  to  the  expenses  of 
University  students.     The  following  dues  under  present 
conditions  must  be  paid  by  all  students : 

Matriculation  fee... $10.00 

Incidental  fee 2.50 

Fuel  fee,  payable  by  students  who  room  in  Dormi- 
tories, for  heat  supplied  for  rooms 10.00 

If  a  room  be  occupied  by  only  one  person,  an  addi- 
tional fee  will  be  charged  of 10.00 

Light  for  each  Dormitory  room 7.50 

Medical  fee  (including  infirmary  fee) 5.00 

Deposit  fee 3.00 

If  students  board  on  the  campus,  meals  alone  at  $12.50 
per  month  will  cost  $112.50  for  session  of  nine  months. 
The  total  minimum  cost  of  each  student  amounts  to  $171 
per  year.  This  estimate  does  not  include  clothing,  laun- 
dry, books,  railroad  expenses  or  necessary  incidentals. 
Law  students  pay  an  additional  fee  of  $50,  making  a  total 
of  $221,  and  for  Medical  students  fees  amounting  to  $110 
must  be  paid,  and  a  total  minimum  cost  of  $281  is  charged 
such  students.  These  estimates  are  based  upon  actual 
expenses  of  students.  That  you  may  fully  understand 
this  very  important  matter,  I  would  direct  your  attention 
to  expenses  of  students  at  other  State  institutions : 
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At  the  I.  I  and  C,  the  expenses  are  as  follows : 

Matriculation  fee $  5.00 

Hospital  fee 5.00 

Lyceum 5.00 

Total  $15.00 

Board,  including  furnished  rooms,  fuel,  and  all  neces- 
sary expenses  amount  to  about  $90.00  per  annum.  The 
records  of  the  institution  show  that  numerous  students 
have  spent  a  session  of  nine  months  at  the  I.  I.  and  C.  for 
even  less  than  that  sum. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  actual  expenses  of  a  student 
of  the  University  are  more  than  double  that  of  a  student 
of  the  other  State  institutions.  A  careful  investigation 
reveals  the  fact  that  the  boarding  houses  of  Oxford  can 
not  accommodate  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  stu- 
dents, and  these  are  charged  from  $18  to  $25  per  month, 
exclusive  of  laundry.  This  matter  of  cost  explains  in  a 
large  measure  the  question  of  attendance  of  students  here. 
It  also  explains  the  charge  so  often  heard  that  "the  Uni- 
versity is  the  rich  man's  school."  Under  such  conditions 
it  will  be  impossible  to  materially  increase  the  attendance 
here,  and  the  institution  long  misunderstood  and  therefore 
not  appreciated  by  the  people  of  the  State  will  find  its 
sphere  of  usefulness  more  and  more  circumscribed. 

My  acquaintance  with  the  educable  population  of  the 
State  as  well  as  with  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  Uni- 
versity men  in  all  of  the  vocations  of  life  forces  upon  me 
the  conclusion  that  with  proper  equipment  and  with  prop- 
er financial  inducement,  the  attendance  here  could  be 
easily  doubled.  No  impression  that  the  University  is  an 
institution  intended  for  the  classes  as  against  the  masses 
should  exist.  That  impression  widely  current  has  done 
immeasurable  harm  not  only  to  the  institution,  which 
ought  to  be  the  pride  of  every  patriotic  citizen,  but  like- 
wise to  a  host  of  ambitious  young  Missisisppians  who  have 
left  the  State  for  training  or  have  coquetted  with  fortune 
by  compromising  with  proper  educational  standards. 

In  my  opinion,  a  modern  and  commodious  Dormitory 
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with  capacity  for  two  hundred  students  is  an  imperative 
and  immediate  necessity.  A  dining  hall  under  the  control 
of  the  Chancellor,  managed  in  the  interest  of  students  and 
patrons  rather  than  in  behalf  of  those  who  are  actuated  by 
financial  considerations,  should  be  provided.  The  people  of 
the  State  ought  to  know  that  the  authorities  of  the  Univer- 
sity are  not  only  willing  but  eager  that  the  youth  of  Missis- 
sippi, regardless  of  social  station  and  fortune,  shall  enjoy 
all  of  the  advantages  offered  by  this  institution  and  at  a 
cost  within  the  reach  of  any  industrious  and  frugal  stu- 
dent. 

To  me  any  policy  which  encourages  exclusiveness  is 
repugnant.  The  University  should  be  a  democratic  in- 
stitution. Its  benfits  are  for  all,  not  for  the  few.  As  I 
see  it,  we,  the  present  guardians  of  the  institution,  have 
a  glorious  opportunity  to  render  a  golden  service  to  the 
State  by  broadening  the  possibilites  here  offered  not  to 
the  few  but  to  all  of  our  youth.  Mississippi  needs  a  pro- 
gressive University.  In  looking  over  the  sixty  years 
through  which  the  University  of  Mississippi  has  passed, 
we  find  a  glorious  history.  It  has  given  to  the  State  its 
full  complement  of  sons  who  have  adorned  the  bench,  the 
forum,  State  and  National,  the  pulpit,  even  the  bishop's 
chair,  and  who  have  gone  out  as  leaders  in  all  of  the  walks 
of  life  at  home  and  abroad.  We  rejoice  in  the  noble  part 
which  it  has  played  in  the  civic  and  military  affairs  of  the 
State.  We  rejoice  in  all  of  its  magnificent  achievements, 
but  we  realize  that  the  University  must  now  turn  its  face 
to  the  future.  It  must  grapple  with  the  new  conditions 
which  the  marvelous  progress  of  the  State  is  developing. 
It  must  continue  to  meet  the  demand  for  classical  and  pro- 
fessional training,  but  it  must  also  provide  advantages 
for  that  legion  of  Mississippi  students  who  annually 
knock  at  the  doors  of  other  institutions  in  search  of  train- 
ing which  they  should  find  at  home.  Indeed,  they  should 
have  opportunity  for  instruction  and  original  investiga- 
tion in  every  branch  of  learning. 

We  want  a  University  which  will  meet  all  of  the  needs 
of  our  young  men  and  young  women,  a  University  so 
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broad  in  its  work  and  so  liberal  in  its  policy  that  every 
ambitious  young  Mississippian  may  come  here  with  the  as- 
surance that  he  can  get  better  advantages  than  are  to  be 
found  elsewhere  in  our  broad  and  marvelously  great  coun- 
try. 


MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 
It  pleases  me  to  commend  the  work  which  is  being  done 
by  the  Medical  Department  of  the  institution.  The  at- 
tendance of  students  is  practically  double  the  attendance 
of  last  year,  and  the  outlook  for  the  department  is  most 
promising.  As  1  come  in  contact  with  the  physicians  of 
the  State  I  learn  that  much  of  the  opposition  on  the  part 
of  the  medical  profession  toward  the  medical  department 
of  the  University  is  due  to  the  fact  that  only  two  years  of 
the  medical  course  are  given  here.  It  is  apparent  that 
our  course  in  medicine  should  be  complete.  Under  exist- 
ing conditions  we  can  not  ever  give  more  than  two  years 
of  the  course  in  the  University  proper.  I  would  suggest 
that  we  follow  the  example  of  other  Universities,  and  locate 
a  hospital  in  some  one  of  the  larger  cities,  where  the  last 
two  years  of  the  medical  course  could  be  completed.  In 
looking  into  this  matter,  I  am  forcibly  impressed  with  the 
idea  that  the  State  could  do  no  better  thing  with  the  old 
capitol  than  to  transfer  it  to  the  University  to  be  under 
the  control  of  your  honorable  body  and  to  be  used  as  the 
medical  department  and  hospital  of  this  institution.  No 
building  in  Mississippi  has  ever  been  more  thoroughly  en- 
circled by  patriotic  sentiment  than  the  historic  old  Capi- 
tol, and  the  opposition  to  the  aggressive  commercialism 
which  would  raze  its  walls  to  the  ground  and  convert  its 
site  into  a  business  mart  is  co-extensive  with  the  State. 
Everywhere  a  note  of  protest  is  to  be  heard  against  the 
sale  of  the  old  capitol  and  its  grounds.  By  transferring 
this  property  to  the  University  and  placing  it  under  the 
control  of  the  Trustees  for  the  devlopment  of  the  Medical 
Department,  the  wishes  of  thousands  of  patriotic  Missis- 
sippians,  notably  Confederate  veterans,  would  be  grati- 
fied, and  at  the  same  time  the  opportunities  of  our  young 
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men  of  the  aesculapian  philosophy  would  be  greatly 
broadened.  This  plan  for  the  devlopment  of  the  Medical 
Department  seems  entirely  feasible  to  me,  and  I  present 
it  for  your  consideration  and  action. 


BEQUESTS. 
In  October  last,  Gen.  Furlong,  formerly  a  resident  of 
Vicksburg,  in  this  State,  died.  Among  other  benefac- 
tions, he  left  $5,000  to  the  University  of  Mississippi, 
which  I  understand  was  given  without  conditions.  This 
money  has  never  been  paid  to  the  University,  and  I  direct 
your  attention  to  the  gift  that  you  may  take  such  action 
as  your  good  judgment  may  dictate. 


FACULTY. 

My  obligations  to  the  faculty  on  account  of  numerous 
personal  courtesies  and  unselfish  assistance  on  the  organ- 
ization of  the  University  under  the  most  embarrassing  cir- 
cumstances are  hereby  acknowledged.  Dr.  Hume,  Vice 
Chancellor,  has  given  invaluable  assistance  to  me  during 
the  work  of  reorganization,  and  I  count  myself  as  largely 
his  debtor  personally  and  officially.  During  the  few 
months  of  my  association  with  the  gentlemen  composing 
the  faculty,  my  admiration  and  respect  for  them  as  a 
body  of  able  and  consecrated  teachers  has  steadily  in- 
creased, and  I  feel  that  the  University  should  felicitate  it- 
self upon  having  its  chairs  filled  with  such  able  scholars. 
Considering  their  attainments,  these  professors  are  paid 
much  less  for  their  services  than  they  deserve.  I  would 
earnestly  recommend  that  each  professor  and  associate 
professor  be  paid  $2,400  per  annum  and  a  home,  and  that 
each  assistant  be  paid  $1,500  and  instructors  not  less  than 
$1,000  per  annum. 

SUMMARY  OF  NEEDS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

1.  That  a  suitable  Light  and  Heating  Plant  be  pro- 
vided. 

2.  That  a  Dining  Hall  be  provided. 

3.  That  a  Dormitory  with  capacity  for  200  students 
be  provided. 
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4.  That  a  Laundry  be  provided. 

5.  That  the  Hospital  be  furnished. 

6.  That  all  of  the  old  buildings  be  repaired  except  the 
Law  building,  and  that  the  said  building  be  abolished. 

7.  That  $5,000  be  appropriated  for  the  improvement 
of  Campus  and  grounds. 

8.  That  steps  be  taken  at  once  to  select  the  700  acres 
of  pine  land  still  due  the  University  under  Act  of  Con- 
gress. 

9.  That  lease  of  lot  to  Oxford  be  approved. 

10.  That  trust  funds  be  paid  and  then  invested. 

11.  That  steps  be  taken  for  collection  and  investment 
of  the  $5,000  bequeathed  by  Gen.  Furlong. 


CONCLUSION. 
In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  say  that  in  bringing  the  condition 
of  the  University  to  your  attention  as  it  exists,  I  trust  I 
shall  not  invite  the  charge  of  pessimism.  Without  know- 
ing the  facts,  as  I  have  tried  faithfully  to  give  them  to  you, 
you  can  not  realize  the  urgency  of  the  institution's  needs. 
As  Chancellor  of  the  institution,  I  can  not  point  you  to  any 
hope  of  development  here  until  the  deplorable  physical 
conditions  are  corrected.  You  need  not  be  reminded  that 
the  institution  has  long  suffered  from  inadequate  sup- 
port and  for  means  of  development.  The  Legislature  has 
not  lavished  its  favors  here,  and  as  compared  with  its  de- 
serts, the  institution  has  received  but  a  pittance  from  the 
law-making  body.  Such  a  policy  stops  growth,  and  if  it 
is  not  radically  and  immediately  changed,  retrogression 
will  be  the  inevitable  result.  If  you  will  make  even  a  cur- 
sory investigation  of  the  endowments  and  resources  of 
American  colleges,  you  will  be  startled  at  the  meagerness 
of  this  University's  support.  The  daily  press  of  the 
country  brings  to  us  with  almost  every  issue  announce- 
ments of  benefactions  running  often  into  the  millions  to 
denominational  and  proprietary  colleges.  These  munifi- 
cent endowments  are  over-shadowing  such  institutions  as 
ours,  and  if  the  Legislature  is  not  awakened  to  our  needs, 
we  shall  not  only  lose  our  opportunities  to  serve  the  State, 
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but  we  shall  be  forced  permanently  in  the  educational 
background.  I  point  you  to  the  example  of  our  sister 
States,  Alabama  and  Arkansas,  as  worthy  of  imitation. 
Appropriations  amounting  to  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
dollars  have  been  made  by  each  of  these  States  recently 
for  the  support  of  their  University,  and  while  I  do  not  look 
with  jealous  eye  toward  any  other  State  institution  which 
has  received  larger  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  law- 
making body,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  urge  with  all  my 
power  the  needs  of  this  institution  at  this  time.  The  Uni- 
versity should  not  always  receive  the  portion  of  the  or- 
phan child,  and  surely  the  State  will  not  continue  to  ig- 
nore the  first  born  of  its  educational  children.  Finally, 
let  me  say  that  so  far  as  the  internal  affairs  of  the  institu- 
tion are  concerned,  the  utmost  harmony  prevails.  The 
student  body,  faculty  and  officers,  I  am  told  by  those  who 
are  personally  conversant  with  the  history  of  the  insti- 
tution, are  more  closely  united  than  ever  before.  All 
seem  eager  to  assist  in  the  lofty  purpose  of  making  the 
University  greater  and  better.  Under  your  leadership, 
Gentlemen  of  the  Board,  regardless  of  the  trials  which 
now  afflict  us,  we  believe  that  the  dawn  of  a  happier  day 
will  be  quick  in  its  coming,  and  that  the  University  of 
Mississippi  will  not  only  become  the  impelling  and  con- 
trolling educational  power  of  the  State,  but  will  speedily 
take  its  place  among  the  leading  schools  of  America. 

Again  pledging  you  every  power  of  my  being  in  this 
task  which  claims  the  best  of  mind  and  heart,  I  submit 
this  report  without  further  remark.     I  thank  you.
